PRESIDENT'S    PKOCLAMATION. 


Whereas,  By  the  proclamation    of   the 
President  of  the   eliivenih    day  of    April 
last,  certain  ports  of    the  United   SlatfS 
therein  specified,  which    had   previously 
been  subject  to  blockade,  were  for  objects 
of  public  safety    declared    in  confurmiiy 
with  previous  sj-eeial  legislation  of  Con 
gresa,  to  be  closed  against  foreign  coia- 
merce  during  the  Nati^al  will  to  be  there- 
after  expressed  and  made  known  by  the 
President;  and,  whereas,  events  and  cir- 
cumstances have  since  occurred,  which, 
in  my  judgment,  renders  it  expedient  to 
roncove  the  restrictions,  except  as  to  the 
ports  of  Galveston,  La  Salle,   Brazos   de 
Santi^go,  Point  Isabel  and  Brownsville, 
in  the  State  of  Texas;  now,  lhereforP,be  it 
kuown  that  I,  Andrew  Johnson.     Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States,  do  hereby  de- 
clare that  tho  ports  aforesaid  not  except- 
ed as  above,     shall     be    open  to    foreign

New  Yokk,  IJay  n .—\Si:eciuUo  Trh 
uneA^ — Washi><;tox,  May  2G. — Th.e  At- 
torney Geneial  has  just  made  a  most  im-  i 
portant  decision.  He  afiirms  that  lie 
Amnesty  Proilaniation  was  a  me  ms  oiily 
to  secure  a  speci lie  purpose  wtiich  was 
the  suppression  o>  the  Rebellion.  The 
Rebellion  e-uled,  the  Amnesty  is  void. 
Il  does  not  restore  citizenship,  properly 
or  vested  lights.  Tho  President  has  no 
power  to  .pardon  except  for  whal  is  past; 
tho  Executive  clemency  cannot  stretch 
to  the  future.  Therefore  tho  decrees  of 
confiscation  must  s'.aud.  The  decision 
will  be  given  to  the  public  in  a  fev/  days. 
New  Yckk  May,  27.— The  Commetcial 
Washington  special  pays  the  demonstra- 
tive indignation  of  Jetf  Davis  on  being 
placed  on  army  rations  was  the  cause  of 
his  being  put  in  irons.  The  conservative 
delecration  is  now  confining  its  efforts  to 
securing  the  observance  of  tho  old  Slate 
laws  in  the  elections  of  the  formation  of 
new  State  governments.  This  view  will 
probably  be  sustained  by  President  John- 
son, who  doubts  ih.e  authority  of  tho  fed- 
eral Government  to  interfere  with  state 
laws  previous  to  secession.  The  other 
delegation  demands  the  right  of  suffrage 
lor  colored  men.

Regulating  and  licensing  tho  sale  of  spirituoua  li- 
quors as  a  beverage. 
The  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Otcatonna  do  or- 
dain and  establish,  ae/ollotct : 
Section  1.  That  no  person  or  persons  shall  sell, 
vend,  or  dispose  of,  in  any  manner  whatever,  any 
jpirituous  liquors,  as  a  beverage,  in  or  at  any  place 
or  house  within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Owatonna, 
without  first  having  obtained  a  license  for  that  pur- 
pose from  the  Common  Council  of  said  City  of  Owa* 
tonna :  and  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  violate 
the  provisions  of  this  section  of  this  OrdinaneOj  he» 
she  or  they  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  said  city,  the 
fine  and  penalty  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  each  and 
every  offence. 

Sec.  2.  That  any  person,  upon  paying  the  City 
^Marshal  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars,  lawful  mo- 
ney, and  who  shall  produce  to  the  Common  Council 
the  Marshal's  receipt  therefor,  shall  be  entitled,  on 
demand,  to  a  written  or  printed  license,  to  be  issued 
by  the  Recorder,  and  signed  by  the  Mayor  or  acting 
Mayor  of  said  city,  to  sell,  vend  or  dispose  of  spirit- 
uous liquors  as  a  beverage,  at  any  certain  plaoei 
house  or  room  within  said  city,  to  bo  designated  in 
said  license,  for  the  period  of  one  year;  Provided, 
hower,  that  said  license  shall  not  be  transferred  to 
any  other  person  or  persons,  nor  shall  the  place 
named  in  such  license  be  changed  during  the  exis- 
tence of  said  license,  except  by  consent  of  the  Com- 
mon Council  of  said  city. 

Sec.  3.  That  this  Ordinance  sh^ll  take  effect  and 
be  in  force  from  and  after  its  p  iblication.
